McCarty immediate- 
ly challenged him to mortal combat 
and in the duel next day killed Mor- 
decai and was himself desperately 
wounded, a fact wbtcb saved him from 
a long term in prison. Miss Triplett 
married shortly afterwards, showing 
that she cared for neither of the men 
who fought over her and that and the 
fact that he bad killed bis best friend 
made McCarty a recluse and a woman 
hater till death relieved him of his 
woes.
